With Makers in Bill to 
Strengthen Enforcement 
of Dry Laws 


COLUMBUS, Jan. 24, — Passing 


the senate unanimously, the Bend- 
er bill, strengthening the Crabbe 
dry enforcement act, will be mes- 
saged today to the house which is 
expected to pass it. The bill pro- 
vides the death penalty for persons 
convicted 
or 
furnishing 
poison 


iquor which kills the 'drinker. It 
also .provides heavy imprisonment 
for persons making distilled liquor, 
decreeing that persons soliciting 
liquor as well as those selling it 
illegally shaft be punished, and 
providing - that neither flues nor 
prison sentences can be remitted, 
in whole or in part. 


It is estimated that .$200,000 a 


year will be saved if the legislature 
passes a bill, introduced by Senator 
Carpenter, Jefferson county, provid- 
ing for the abolition of about 17,- 
000 Ohio election judgeships.

• Lynch made an affidavit* accord- 
Ing to. police, in which he implicat- 
ed a number of servants,at the le- 
gation. A search of his apartment 
disclosed a considerable stock of 
scotch, rye, and champagne and a 
client list de luxe on which appear- 
ed the police said, the 
names of 


many persons prominent in busi- 
ness and social life of the capital. 
The names were withheld. 


Every embassy and legation in 


Washington is permitted to bring 
liquor into Washington under dip- 
lomatic immunity. According to

ed of ft to wealthy patrons for gay 
entertainments.
